1. WE ARE GLAD TO NOTE PER REF B THAT UNHCR FLIGHT WILL 
CONTINUE TO BANGKOK. IF NOT, WE THINK IT WOULD BE PREFERABLE 
FOR RETURNEES TO TAKE COMMERCIAL FLIGHT FROM VIENTIANE TO 
BANGKOK IF THIS CAN BE ARRANGED SAME DAY. EARLIER GENEVA 
MESSAGE (REF D) INDICATED UNHCR PLAN TO HAVE RETURNEES 
CHANGE TO COMMERCIAL FLIGHT LEAVING VIENTIANE AT 1530 
ARRIVING BANGKOK AT 1700. IF THIS REMAINS A POSSIBILITY 
ASSUME VIENTIANE OR UNHCR REP ARE MAKING RESERVATIONS. 
VIENTIANE AUTHORIZED TO ISSUE TICKETS FOR THIS IF NEEDED. 

2. WE APPRECIATE UDORN'S OFFER TO ASSIST WITH SURFACE TRANS 
PORT BUT PREFER FOR GROUP TO CONTINUE BY AIR IF POSSIBLE TO 
BANGKOK WHERE THEY WILL BE MET BY MISSIONARY REPS AND OTHERS 
AND WHERE FACILITIES EXIST FOR MEDICAL EXAMINATION. 

3. ON BASIS DISCUSSIONS WITH MISSIONARY REPS AND WITH 
FAMILIES OF EXPECTED RETURNEES, OUR UNDERSTANDING IS THAT 
ALL US RETURNEES WILL BE ENCOURAGED TO RETURN TO US AS SOON 
AS THEIR HEALTH PERMITS. CMA AND WYCLIFFE BIBLE TRANSLA- 
TORS PLAN TO LODGE THE MISSIONARIES (INCLUDING THE IOHNSONS) 

AT THE CMA HOSTEL FOR A DAY OR TWO AND THEN PLAN TO MAKE 
THEIR OWN ARRANGEMENTS FOR THEIR RETURN. (MILLERS MAY 
STOP IN PHILLIPPINES WHERE THEIR ORGANIZATION HAS MAIOR 
FACILITY.) 

4. MISSION SHOULD PLAN TO ASSIST SCARBOROUGH, STRUHARIK, 

AND LEWIS (ASSUMING HE IS AMONG GROUP) TO ARRANGE 
EXPEDITIOUS RETURN TO US, WHERE THEIR FAMILIES ARE EAGER 

TO SEE THEM ASAP. WE WOULD BE GLAD TO RECEIVE SCARBOROUGH 
AND STRUHARIK IN WASHINGTON AND WOULD ARRANGE FOR THEIR 
FAMILIES TO COME HERE TO MEET THEM. ALTERNATIVELY THEY 
COULD FLY DIRECT TO THEIR HOMES, NEAREST MAIOR AIRPORTS 
BEING CLEVELAND FOR STRUHARIK AND HARRISBURG, PA. FOR 
SCARBOROUGH. ALL OTHER THINGS BEING EQUAL WE HAVE
